Sir, 

The  Council  instructed  me  earlier  in  the  year  to  compile  an  Annual  Report 
as  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  in  his  Circular  I/64.  The  Vital  Statistics 
show  the  health  of  the  population  to  compare  very  favourably  with  the  rest  of 


England  and  Wales,  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  has  been  extremely  low. 
The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  town  steadily  improves.  Sewage  disposal 
is  adequate  but  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  experiences  difficulties  in  refuse 
collection. 


I  an  indebted  to  my  colleagues  and  office  staff  for  their  efficient  co¬ 
operation  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  department  and  I  particularly  thank  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  Mr.  Parks  and  Mr.  Marshall  for  their  work  during  the  year. 
From  Members  of  the  Council  and  Local  General  Practitioners  I  have  had  every  assistance 
and  again  I  would  particularly  thank  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Bath,  Dr.  Paul  Mann  for  the  great  amount  of  work  he  has  done.

The  town  is  very  pleasantly  situated  on  the  chalk  in  the  bylye  Valley  at  the 
South  Western  edge  of  Salisbury  Plain.  The  School  of  Infantry  Training  is  well  concealed 
with  the  district  boundaries  and  does  not  obtrude  on  the  landscape.  Large  R.E.M.E. 
establishments  provide  much  employment  as  do  other  motor  engineering  works.  Other 
industries  include  shoe  component  factories,  glove  factories,  printing  works  (including 
production  of  greeting  cards),  pottery  works,  furniture  manufacturers  and  banana  storage, 
ripening  and  distribution  centre. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


The  population  figures  given  arc  hone  populations  (i.e.  including  members  of 
the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area) .  The  figures  for  deaths  include  those  of  members 
of  the  Armed  Forces.  The  Area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  birth  and  death  rates 
contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex 
and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  hales  as  a 
whole.  In  addition,  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been  adjusted 
specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each 
area.  Then  local  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  compara¬ 
bility  factor,  they  are  comparable  with  the  rate  for  England  and  bales  or  with  the 
corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  boon  provided  by  the 
South  ’astern  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Dovm  Hospital,  Bath.  This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
sensitive  to  penicillin. 


Oranncuhonhorus  Poisoning.

SANITARY  CIRCLKoTUCEb  OF  THE  AREA. 


HATER  SUPPLIES, 


The  most  important  event  of  the  year  mas  the  completion  of  the  new  t runic  main 
from  the  supply  at  Here  to  the  Reservoir  at  Botany.  The  Reservoir  has  been  repaired  and 
the  supplies  at  Crockerton  are  no  longer  in  use.  Generally  speaking  the  water  supply  to 
the  area  has  been  satisfactory,  both  with  regard  to  quality  and  quantity. 

Forty-six  samples  of  untreated  water  and  seventy-two  of  treated  water  were 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination.  Coliforn  organisms  in  minimal 
quantities  were  demonstrated  in  three  samples  of  untreated  water  and  in  three  samples  of 
treated  water.  It  is  a  natter  of  regret  that  the  Nest  lilts  Hater  Board  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  obtain  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  piped  water  supplies. 
It  should  never  be  possible  to  demonstrate  coliforn  organisms  in  treated  waters. 

Chemical  Analyses  were  made  of  water  from  each  source  and  the  reports  follow:

The  types  of  refuse  containers  being  placed  out  for  collection  has  sone  tine 
been  gradually  getting  worse.  The  question  of  adopting  the  Municipal  Bin  Ownership 
schene  was  considered  by  the  Council  and  rejected  on  the  grounds  of  cost.  It  was 
resolved  that  notices  be  served  under  the  previsions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  on 
occupiers  not  providing  dustbins  of  an  approved  standard.  The  provision  of  proper 
dustbins  should  inprove  conditions  generally  for  the  collection  as  well  as  provide  an 
hygienic  and  aesthetic  inprevenent  to  the  district.
